Neutral military observers believe that Japan is

For yean after Its p erfection 
rjejftt TihxmWfwupport^" 
but when It was given him by the 
US. government, and the value of his 
invention was proven, governments 
snd organizations 'throughout the 
world heaped honors on the inventor.
